CHICAGO, Sept. 3 (AP) — 
Labor day weekend traffic 
deaths exceeded the estimate 
of 420 made by the National 
Safety Council and also ex- 
ceeded last years Labor day 
total of 435. 

The count laté today showed 


441 traffic deaths, 93 drownings 
and 96 deaths from miscellan- 
eous causes in the 78-hour 
period between 6 p.m. last Fri- 
day and midnight Monday (local 
time.) 

The traffic death record for 
a Labor day of 461 set in 1951. 
The second highest total for the 
holiday since World War II was 
438 in 1955. This year’s total 
compares with 426 for the four- 
day Independence day holiday 
period and 413 fo rthe four-day 
Memorial day holiday period. 

Over-All Total of 630. 

This year’s over-all accidental 
death total—630—also was one 
of the highest for a Labor day 
weekend in more than 10 years. 
The record was 658 in 1951. 
Last year’s total was 596. 

As millions jammed highways 
in the last day weekend of 
summer, the traffic death rate 
mounted steadily, showing sharp 
increases Sunday and Monday. 

The National Safety Council 


estimated some 45,000,000 
Le Vould be be on the highways 
in ‘the weekend. 


Although. there is no recog- 
nized normal traffic death rate 
for a three-day weekend period, 
a test survey by the Associated 
Press for a recent weekend 
showed 398 traffic fatalities, 82 
drownings and 87 miscellaneous | 
deaths for a total of 567.

This country is devoting the 
highest priority pessible to the 
project, Mr. Eisenhower said. 
Without specifically announcing 
what progress the United States 
has made, the Chief Executive 
noted that many millions of 
dollars have been spent on test- 
ing, planning, developing and 
manufacturing within the scope 
of present scientific knowledge. 

The Russians announced a 
week ago they had tested suc- 
cessfully “a multi-stage ballistic 
missile” over “a huge distance.” 
This type of missile has been 
termed in the West the “ulti- 
mate weapon’) within reach of 
military science. It would fly 
5000 miles or more. 

Notable for Omissions. 

The President prefaced his 
comments on the I.C.B.M. by 
stating that anything he said 
would have to be within the 
limits of national security re- 
quirements. Careful reading of 
the Moscow announcement, Mr. 
Eisenhower said, would show 
the statement was more notable 
for what it did not say than for 
what it did say. ‘ 

The announcement was most 
evasive, the President went on. 
He said the Russians never make 
announcements that do not 
serve their own purposes and 
that there was no reason to 
place greater credence on this 
report than on others. In the 
past Russian statements have 
not always been reliabie, he 
observed. 

It is a long way, however, the 
President said, from proving 
that you can fire an LC.B.M. 
to producing the weapons in 
numbers that will be tactically 
significant.

RUSSIA REPORTED 
TRAINING AFGHANS 
TO USE RED ARMS 


KABUL, Sept. 3 (AP)—About 
20 Soviet officers are reported 
training Afghanistan military 
units to use $25,000,000 worth 
of arms Russia is supplying this 
landlocked Asian nation. 


An informed source said Rus- 
sia has probably sent Afghanis- 
tan five types of artillery, about 
30 tasks, 15 to 20 MIG-15 jet 
fighters and small arms and am- 
munition. 

Such a supply of arms, now 
obsolete and surplus in Russia, 
would be similar to reported 
shipments to some Middle East 
nations. 

The source said jet pilots 
are being trained at an Afghan 
base in the valley of the Oxus 
river, which forms Afghanis- 
tan’s border with the Soviet 
Union. The Texas-sized nation 
also borders Pakistan and Iran.

Bodies of the dead lay under 
a huge tree behind the Mande- 
ville hospital yard. Bright lights 
strung on wires burned through- 
out the night to aid relatives 
and friends in the task of iden- 
tification.

Inc, now is much impressed by 
the structures he has built or 
has under construction—and at 
the metropolitan area boom 
Zeckendorf helped to touch off. 

The 23-story Mile High Cen- 
ter, consisting of an office 
building, bank, transportation 
facility and fountain plaza, was 
completed jn 1954, Denver's 
first new major building in 25 


years. 

Rents Sacrificed for Beauty. 

The center, financed by 
Zeckendorf, has no ground-level 
retail shops on the side flanking 
the flower and shrub-decked 
fountain plaza, where trout leap 
about in the pool. The rental 
space was sacrificed to Zecken- 
dorf’s belief that the ‘building's 
value would be greatly en- 
hanced over the years by the 
garden scene viewed from the 
structure’s lobby through a 
plate-glass expanse. 

Facing the new building 
across the plaza is the remod- 
eled United States National 
Bank Building. Spruce trees 
line the new building's frontage 
on Broadway. 

Nearby, gold-hued aluminum 
sheathing is being applied to 
the steel skeleton of a 450,000 
square foot, four-story and base- 
ment department store, being 
built by Zeckendorf as part of 
his $35,000,000 Courthouse 
Square project. 


The structure will be the new 


home of the Daniels & Fisher 
Stores Co. May Department 
Stores Co., operator of Famous- 
Barr Co. in St. Louis, is ne- 
gotiating to buy Daniels & 
Fisher. Zeckendorf sold 108,- 
000 Daniels & Fisher shares in 
1954. to Jerome M. Ney and 
Morey Sostrin to give them con- 
trol of the Denver store.

In 1954, former Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey led an American delegation to a 
similar conference in Rio de Janeiro, He 
the southern republies propose a new inter- 
American bank to help underdeveloped cc 
tries.

He 
also spoke of private capital, urged the other 
republics to trim their military budgets,. and 
went home—after attend the plenary sessions 
for one single day. 

This performance has, of course, caused dis- 
appointment and even bitterness in an area 
which is more important to us than any other, 
from the standpoint of trade, and whose strategic 
importance is hardly arguable. ' 

As of this moment the conference is working 
on a compromise study of the possibility of a 
hemispheric development bank, and on a resolu- 
tion on surplus sales, which have distressed 
South American producers of raw materials. But 
the United States is in a position to veto either 
plan. For this country would have to supply 
most of the capital for the bank, and it is our 
surplus sales which have caused the protests. 


There are, of course, two sides to the gulf 
between North America and the Latin republics 
as to economic assistance. Washington insists 
that present channels for aid are sufficient, and 
that in any case aid depends on the ability of 
other nations to use it well. 

For example, last year this country actually 
bought more goods from Latin America than it 
sold there, reversing a trend which has dam- 
aged Southern currencies. The Export-Import 
Bank set a $396,000,000 record for annual loaris 
to South America. And a new Commerce De- 
partment study indicates that 300 North Ameri- 
can firms invested almost $600,000,000 in Latin 
America before bringing home $55,000,000 in 
profits. > 7 

Latin Americans reply, naturally, that all this 
is insufficient. ‘ By far the bulk of private capi- 
tal used in their development is their own, and 
they need more. As for government aid, they 
point out that the United States has been far 
more niggardly toward its hemispherig neigh- 
bors than toward Europe. 

They say that Washington can count on their 
friendship and therefore does not have to put 
money behind it. They say that the surest way 
to get United States aid is to develop a Commu- 
nist threat, and point to Guatemala's special 
treatment. 

It is unfortunate that Latin America’s feeling, 
of being left out of the aid picture has grown 
while congressional reluctance to provide aid 
has also intreased. A relatively small invest- 
ment in the proposals of the Good Neighbors 
might produce a long-range return in more cer- 
tain friendship. 
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‘The Inner Belt and the Council 


Before St. Louis county can begin to think 
seriously about building the Inner Belt express- 
way that everybody agrees it must have, the 
County Couneilmen will have to stand up and be 
counted.

The county needs this expressway, and the 
Councilmen are responsible for seeing that steps 
are taken quickly to make it a reality. The 
very first step is to choose the route that best 
serves the broad public interest. If it is the 
route the people were sold at the time of the 
1955 bond issue, then the Council ean flash the 
green light. If it is some Other, then the Coun- 
cil can put the matter to a vote of the whole 
county. In either event, the first step is up to 
the Council.

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Retreat in Arkansas 

The gradual, even tentative approach of Ar- 
kansas toward public school integration has 
been momentarily halted by the mere rumor 
of a threatened demonstration. 

Gov. Orval Faubus sent 100 National Guards- 
men to the grounds of Central High School in 
Little Rock, saying he had heard reports of a 
telephone campaign to enlist mothers for an 
anti-integration rally there. At this point the 
Little Rock School Board suspended the inte- 
gration move ordered earlier by a féderal court. 
Nine Negro youths had been enrolled among 
2000 white pupils. 

While it is the Governor’s business to pre- 
vent trouble, he and the School Board also have 
an obligation to support the law of the land.

School superintendent of Highland Park, III., recommends a fu- 
sion of liberal arts and education courses in teacher training; says 
liberal arts professors deal with ‘cream of intellectual society’; 
thinks education professor better understands mass teaching.

_Is a teacher a better teacher by know- 
ing more subject matter or by knowing 
how to teach? In substance, this is 
where the colleges of education and 
the colleges of liberal arts part com- 
pany. But this is exactly the point 
0 10 the two colleges should join 

ands. 


The better teacher, as a rule, knows 
both subject matter and teaching meth- 
ods. It is absurd to imagine the two 
in conflict with each other. 


Many attempts have been made to 
resolve these conflicts of opinions. Too 
often they have been rsolved by the 
simplest expedient of requiring more 
“courses” in both liberal arts and edu- 
cation. Some people today talk in terms 
of a five-year program of teaching in- 
stead of four. I do not myself believe 
this is an answer. I see no harm, of 
course, in a five-year program. But it 
will have little effect if it only in- 
creases the number of courses taken 
by the student. 

What is more to the point is a fusion 
of liberal arts with education. 

The liberal arts professor, as part of 
his. general education, would have to 
be to spend a minimum of 
time in elementary or high school 
teaching. . 

The typical liberal arts professor has 
rarely had experience with the public 
school, or even a private secondary 
school, more than to have been a stu- 
dent in one of them. An I.Q. of 100 is 
the lower limits of his experience. 


Never an Average Student? 


He begins his teaching career work- 
ing with freshman undergraduate col- 
lege students. All of these undergrad- 
uate students come from the up 50 
per cent of our intellectual population,

If he pulls 
his hair over the problems of teaching 
these choice products of our human 
race, he can only stare with open- 
mouthed stupefaction at the bottomless 
caverns of academic ignorance that 
plague the secondary and elementary 
school teacher. It is not altogether in- 
comprehensible that he should get to 
thinking that it is a waste of time and 
effort to bother educating the lower 
depths of our populace. 


A Look at Mass Education 


It is fully understandable that he 
would fall for any scheme that would 
somehow separate the sheep from the 
goats. A product of his own native 
academic intelligence and his experi- 
ence with the upper levels of academ- 
ic intelligence, he has neither under- 
standing of nor sympathy with “mass” 
education. 

Notice that I do not say “public” 
education. Rarely have I encountered 
opposition, either written or oral, to 
the existence of public schools. Public 
schools, in the American sense, are 
accepted as desirable and necessary in 
a democratic society. I have known ho 
one but crackpots to object in principle 
to public education. 

But the typical liberal arts professor 
does not look at public schools through 
the same eyes as a typical professor of 
education. He looks at them as selec- 
tive agencies, institutions to separate 
the milk from the cream. , 

The education professor, in this re- 
spect, is far more of a realist. He is

Bearing posts are vertical 
supports of wood or metal. They 
run from the basement floor 
to the er which in turn 
runs under the floor joists ahd 
gives them additional support. 
If the bearing posts aren't do- 
ing their job, the girder will 
drop a little and the joists will 
loose some of their support. 
This causes the floor to sag 
or to vibrate. . 

One very common problem 
that occurs when wood bearing 
posts are used and improperly 
installed is that the base of 
the post that is in contact with 
the damp basement floor rots

If this is your problem, in- 
stall a temporary post on one 
side of the damaged one and 
then remove the damaged post 
and cut off the decayed wood. 
Now break a hole in the con- 
crete floor and install a good 
solid concrete footing at least 
one foot square and at least 
12 inches thick, Allow this foot- 
ing to extend a few inches or 
so above the floor level. This 
keeps the base of the wood
